Concern for 
NOTL school 


> Low enrolment at 
Parliament Oak 
School could lead to 
closure without 
community involvement

Phil Leboudec wants to see 
the town building bridges with 
the school board—bridges that 
can lead to discussions that 
should occur sooner rather than 

He stresses he is not an 
alarmist, nor a pot-stirrer. 

But he fears that without 
involvement from the commu¬ 
nity, and without discussions 
with the school board, 
Parliament Oak School, which 
has strong support from parents 
in the Old Town, could begin a 
downward spiral of enrolment 
that could lead to its closing, 
possibly without an accommo¬ 
dation review. 

Leboudec is a local business¬ 
man, and as the father of two 
elementary school-aged kids at 
Crossroads Public School, is 
involved in their education. 

He is concerned on many 
levels about the future of schools 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake, for his 
kids' sake and for the families 
who might choose to move 
here, or choose not to because 
of concerns for their kids' edu¬ 
cations.

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Parliament Oak principal says parents stay loyal to school, not program

The owner of Phil's Valu- 
mart in Virgil became 
involved in the education 
discussion when the town's 
only high school was threat¬ 
ened with closure, even 
though his kids were far 
from there yet. He knows a 
town without a high school 
will not be attractive to 
families. 

Nor will an overcrowded 
public school with several 
portables. 

As a member of the 
Town's student demo¬ 
graphic analysis commit¬ 
tee, he has been part of an 
on-going discussion about 
school enrolment and 
where it is headed. A big 
part of that discussion 
revolves around whether 
there is or will be in the 
future sufficient numbers 
of high-school-aged stu¬ 
dents to justify a high 
school. He believes—and 


he stresses this is his per¬ 
sonal conviction, not an 
opinion that has been 
expressed by the Town's 
committee—that there 
should be a high school in 
NOTL, but not at the for¬ 
mer Niagara District 
Secondary School site. 

''That is no longer the 
centre of town," he says. 

It also is not the centre of 
where the growth of the 
student population is 
occurring—homes attrac¬ 
tive to families are sprout¬ 
ing up in Virgil, but in even 
greater numbers in St. 
Davids, with the Cannery 
subdivision, andinNiagara- 
on-the-Green, where a sec¬ 
ond phase of construction 
has begun. 

But the more immediate 
concern, he says, stems 
from the news he heard last 
week as a member of 
Crossroads Public School's 
parent council. 

Presumably as an 


attempt to boost numbers 
at Parliament Oak, the 
school board had moved a 
French Immersion pro¬ 
gram into the Old Town 
school, but it is being 
phased out, he said. 

Enrolment numbers 
looked at by the Town com¬ 
mittee show Parliament 
Oak with 139 students this 
year, 58 in the French 

of them are Parliament Oak 
students, but 30 are from 
other schools' catchment 

Without them, depend¬ 
ing on the future Junior 
Kindergarten numbers, the 
enrolment numbers don't 
look promising for the con¬ 
tinued future of the school, 
says Leboudec, unless the 
board decides to carry 
Parliament Oak due to the 
shortage of space else- 

"I'm not advocating for 
the closure of Parliament 


Oak," Leboudec stresses. 

"Far from it. I under¬ 
stand how strongly parents 
support their school. I just 
think we need to get the 
discussion going now, 
before it's too late. The 
school board is so unpre¬ 
dictable, usually once the 
discussion begins, it's too 
late, their minds are already 
made up. I see this as the 
beginning of the end for 
Parliament Oak. If I were a 
parent with kids at 
Parliament Oak, I'd be 
wanting to know about the 
board's plans." 

And it's not just the fam¬ 
ilies of Parliament Oak who 
will be impacted, he said, 
with Crossroads at or near 
capacity. 

"If Crossroads has to 
absorb those students, 
there will be portables, and 
not just one or two." 

Having what he esti¬ 
mates would be four or five 
portables at Crossroads "is 


not fair to the students," he 

So, getting back to the 
concern that first involved 
him in education—a high 
school for NOTL— 
Leboudec says a case could 
be made for a Grade 7 to 12 
school in NOTL, not on the 
former NDSS property, but 
closer to where the growth 
is occurring. 

"Let's use this as a real 
opportunity to do some¬ 
thing we haven't had in the 
past," says Leboudec. 

"This might just be the 
time to create those bridges 
and begin working together 
to find a solution.'' 

Parliament Oak princi¬ 
pal Jennifer McDowell says 
parents who have heard 
that there will no French 
Immersion next year are 
not sending their kids else¬ 
where for the program. 
They think Parliament Oak 
"is a pretty great school," 
and it's their choice to stay 


Councillor Jamie King, 
also a member of the Town 
committee, agrees with 
Leboudec that the low 
enrolment at Parliament 
Oak is a concern, especially 
with the other two elemen¬ 
tary schools near capacity, 
"although the board might 
have a different perspective 
on that," he says. 

He too believes there 
should be some consider¬ 
ation of a Grade 7 to 12 
school. 

"Making NOTL a family- 
friendly community is 
essential. We need a 
healthy, vibrant communi¬ 
ty for people at every stage 
of life." 

The committee will be 
making a report to council, 
and one of the topics of 
discussion will be whether 
there are planning tools to 
implementthat will encour¬ 
age families with children 
to settle in town, he said.

Don, who started singing 
in the choir when he was a 
boy, returned recently after 
recovering from heart sur¬ 
gery, happy to reclaim his 
gown from someone who 
used it in his absence, fearing 
that if he waited any longer 
he might not get his place in 
the choir back. 

The couple has been 
involved in so many aspects 
of St Davids United Church, 
St. Davids-Queenston since 
1996, that it continues to be a 
vital part of their lives, and 
they are delighted to see it 
enjoying a resurgence of 
membership with new ener¬ 
gy and enthusiasm that keeps 
it buzzing with activity. 

Although the building is 
relatively new, dating back to 
the mid-’50s, the history of 
the church itself goes back 
much farther, as does Don's 
family involvement. 

The congregation was 
established by Christian 
Warner, who came to Canada 
in 1778, became a zealous 
Methodist convert, and 
began holding meetings in 
his home in 1788. Don is a 
fifth-generation descendant 
ofWamer, and a fifth-genera¬ 
tion parishioner of the 
church.

Construction began 
on a new church a short 
distance from the old one, 
and was finished with the 
congregation as its own 
contractor. With orga¬ 
nized volunteer work 
parties, working evenings 
and Saturdays, the new 
building was ready for 
worship in 1955. 

Don and Ginny were 
married 62 years ago this 
May, and since the church 
was under construction at 
the time, their wedding 
ceremony was held at the 
Queenston United 
Church. Ginny's family 
had moved to Queenston 
by then—she and Don, 
who had known each 
other since childhood, 
decided to begin dating 
when they met at one of 
the weekly dances at 
Laura Secord Memorial 
School in Queenston—so 
the village church was a 
natural choice. 

There were other cou¬ 
ples their age in a similar 
situation, said Ginny, and 
many families with con¬ 
nections to both churches, 
so it also seemed natural 
when the Queenston con¬ 
gregation had dwindled 
significantly to combine 
the two, which were 
already sharing a minis¬ 
ter. The Queenston con¬ 
gregation dates back even 
further, 227 years. 

There was a time about 
a decade ago when the St. 
Davids congregation had 
also decreased to the 
point where it was threat¬ 
ened with closure, she 
recalls. 

But the church is rid¬ 
ing a crest now, with 
about 100 regular mem¬ 
bers and more on the 
books, at just the right 
time to celebrate its 225th 
anniversary. 

Don and Ginny aren't 
the only loyal seniors— 
there are several long¬ 
standing parishioners, 
some who are older, and 
who have been just as 
involved over the years, 
says Ginny. 

"There are still quite a 
few members who went 
to Sunday School here 
and are still here every 
Sunday, who grew up in 
this church with us and 
still come to church with 


The current minister, 
Rev. Paul James, is very 
popular, the choir, under 
the direction of profes¬ 
sional music teacher Lisa 
Brillon is highly respect¬ 
ed, and new members 
have joined from Niagara 
Falls and St. Catharines. 

An elevator and a 
chair lift have made all 
levels of the church fully 
accessible, and that draws 
people as well. 

"Our congregation is 
growing. You have to

High school discussion should be resurrected 


This town, its residents and its politi¬ 
cians, are not giving up. 

It’s been three years since our high school 
closed—it actually seems longer—but there 
is still talk of how to offer secondary school 
education here in town, where our teens 
should be going to school. 

A Town’s student demographic analysis 
committee is looking at student enrolment 
and school facilities, and trying to project 
where we’re going in the future. It is working 
from the basic principle that in order to be a 
healthy, vibrant community that will attract 
young families, we need to offer good school 
facilities, both at the elementary and high 
school stage. 

We have two beautiful public elementary 
school buildings, St. Davids, which has a 
wonderful new addition to its original struc¬ 
ture, and Crossroads, which is in just its 
second year. Parliament Oak is also a beauti¬ 
ful old school, but with a small enrolment of 
109 kids. Crossroads was given recognition 
at the town’s heritage celebration Monday 
for its good contemporary design. There is 
no doubt that it is a state-of-the-art facility 


that does our town proud, is great for our 
students and looks impressive at the 
entrance to Virgil. The school board, the 
province (which donated a huge part of the 
funding) and the architects should all be 
congratulated for the wonderful addition to 
our community. 

However, it won't look quite so impres¬ 
sive if its parking lot becomes covered with 
portables, once it has exceeded capacity. 

Those in town studying school facilities 
seem to think that’s a distinct possibility, 
especially if Parliament Oak closes. 

A Grade 7 to 12 school was considered 
and discarded during an accommodation 
review of our elementary schools and the 
high school. It’s beginning to look more and 
more like a reasonable solution for the 
future. But how to engage the school board 
at this time, when relations between trust¬ 
ees and our town are not the best? 

Let’s hope the school board can see past 
that, put animosities in the past, and work 
toward a sensible solution for the future, 
which could include a school to accommo¬ 
date students from Grade 7 to Grade 12.

The decisions we make 
at Town Council ultimately 
affect our community’s 
quality of life, now and in 
the future.

Regular, monthly meet¬ 
ings are held between

Delegates from across 
Ontario gather to discuss 
issues, share ideas, and 
communicate with provin¬ 
cial cabinet ministers and 
officials on major challeng¬ 
es facing our municipalities.

He chooses pieces he 
would like to own, he said, 
but that is too simple an 
explanation—it's obvious 
he also needs to be part of 
the story-telling. 

The work is all contem¬ 
porary, and includes both 
Inuit pieces and First 
Nations work from across 
the country, featuring 
carvings by renowned and 
fledgling sculptors, as well 
as prints, masks and paint¬ 
ings. 

Early nomadic people 
would have carved what 
they needed for survival, 
explains Daly. 

The stone-carving that 


began in the 1950s was 
ground-breaking, while 
most carvings we see today 
are the results of a move¬ 
ment that began in the 
’70s, and now includes 
both master carvers with 
international exposure, 
and others who are young¬ 
er and are still struggling 
for that recognition. 

Their work reflects their 
experiences and their 
stage of life—the quality of 
work achieved by master 
carvers doesn't happen 
overnight, he says. 

"We have some high- 
profile, outstanding stone 
technicians who have 
great work that is being 
shipped around the world 1

thing or everyone who 
comes in, because of the 
range of work we carry." 


"And we always have 
something new, some¬ 
thing fresh. Things that are 
here today weren't here 
last week and won't be 
here next week." 

Daly has met personally 
with most of the artists, 
has heard their stories 
first-hand, often as they 
are beginning a carving. 

"I get to share the cre¬ 
ative process with them, 
get to buy the result and 
enjoy it, and then I get the 
pleasure of seeing some¬ 
one else enjoy it and take 
it home. I always know 
that if I love something, 
someone else will as 
well." 

He encourages people 


to think of native art if not 
for their own personal col¬ 
lection then as appropri¬ 
ate gifts for many occa- 

Purchasing native art, 
he says, provides financial 
assistance for many native 
people who are struggling 
to make a living off the 
land, in communities 
where few other employ¬ 
ment opportunities exist. 

With a range of items 
from large museum-quali¬ 
ty carvings to leather jack¬ 
ets, note cards, scarves, 
ties and mugs, "even peo¬ 
ple who think native art 
isn't for them can find 
something they think is 
pretty cool," says Daly. 


Helping him in the 
Queen St. gallery as man¬ 
ager and curator is 
Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dent Bill Aucthelonie. 
Although best-known from 
his career as a radio talk 
show host, his first job 
after university was as 
curator of exhibitions at 
the Art Gallery of Ontario, 
and he has been involved

Supreme Court decision 'muddies law 1

er," says Toronto lawyer 
Eugene Mazzuca, explain¬ 
ing that it becomes more 
difficult to know when a 
case is truly finished going 
through the courts, and 
therefore will also make it 
more difficult for a lawyer to 
advise a client whether or 
not a decision is final. 

The Penner case was 
complicated, he said, as evi¬ 
denced by the 4-3 Supreme 
Court decision. 

While the winning argu¬ 
ment agreed with Penner's 
lawyer, Julian Falconer of 
Toronto, that it is unfair to 
allow a police discipline 
process controlled by the 
chief of police to protect the 
chief and his officers from 
civil action, the dissenting 
opinion takes the stand that 
there should be a 
clear end to litiga-

plishes is to allow a case 
that was considered closed 
to be re-argued, going to 
trial with the same set of 
facts, albeit in civil court this 

Penner's original com¬ 
plaint was heard a decade 
ago by a police disciplinary 
board hearing officer 
appointed by the NRP chief 
of police. Penner alleged 
that after he was removed 
from a court room where his 
wife Marlene was fighting a 
traffic ticket, he was arrested 
unlawfully by two police 
officers, one of them the 
constable who had issued 
his wife's ticket, and with 
unnecessary force, both 
during the arrest and at the 
police station. 

Penner also launched a 
civil suit seeking damages 
for unlawful arrest, use of 
unnecessary force, false 
imprisonment, and mali¬ 
cious prosecution. 

The hearing officer found 
the police officers not guilty 
of misconduct and dis¬ 
missed the complaint, a 
decision Penner appealed 
to the Ontario Civilian 
Commission on Police 
Services, which reversed the 


fill. 

On further appeal by the 
police, the Ontario 
Divisional Court concluded 
that the officers had legal 
authority to make the arrest 
and restored the hearing 
officer’s decision. The police 
then successfully moved to 
stop Penner's civil suit, and 
that decision was upheld by 
the Ontario Court of 
Appeal. 

The dissenting Supreme 
Court opinion, Mazzuca 
points out, says that there 
was no error or ignoring of 
evidence at the Divisional 
Court level. There was noth¬ 
ing to be pointed to that 
would indicate Penner had 
not received a fair hearing. 

"There was no suggestion 
that he didn't receive proce¬ 
dural fairness." 

Penner says he will go 
ahead with his civil suit 
against the NRP, and has 
already talked to the lawyer 
who was originally working 
on that for him. 

A decision that allows 
this case to be retried in a 
civil court, says Mazzuca, "is 
unfair to the police."

After years of dreaming, 
months of training and 
weeks of promoting, 
Michelle Hawthorne is 
achieving her goal of orga¬ 
nizing a fundraiser for 
Enbridge's Ride to Conquer 


Having spent her child¬ 
hood with the cloud of can¬ 
cer over her family (her 
mother had struggled with it 
and several uncles and 
grandparents succumbed to 
the disease), she and her 
brother lost her mother to 
lung cancer when she was 
23. 

Years passed. Thinking 
that her time of grieving was 
far behind her, she married, 


gave birth to two children of 
her own and moved from 
North Vancouver to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, where she met 
her friend, Tara Jacklyn. 

Jacklyn, an emergency 
room nurse, had been dis¬ 
turbed by abdominal pain 
that she was told by her doc¬ 
tor was merely gas. She went 
home with the recommend¬ 
ed high fibre diet, but the 
pain persisted, whereupon

she visited the emergency 
room and demanded an 
ultrasound. 

A 10-centimetre mass 
was discovered on her right 
ovary and, after undergoing 
laparoscopic surgery, her 
worst fears were confirmed: 
she had ovarian cancer and 
would be needing chemo¬ 
therapy. 

When she heard the 
news, Hawthorne deter¬ 
mined that 2013 would be 
the year that she made a 
pact with life and support¬ 
ed her friend through par¬ 
ticipating in Enbridge's 
200-kilometre Ride to 
Conquer Cancer from 
Toronto to Niagara Falls.

Meanwhile, visitor 
Eugen Schlaak noted he 
had lived in the area since 
1960 "and I'd never been in 
here." 

The Niagara Falls resi¬ 
dent was touring the 
Queenston historical site 
and campus with his wife, 
Isobel.

On Saturday, it was also 
announced at Willowbank 
that its Centre for Cultural 
Landscape had received 
three-year $356,000 Ontario 
Trillium Foundation grant. 

The money will help pay 
for a director's salary. It will 
also allow the centre to 
offer workshops, lectures 
and a conference to edu¬ 
cate in heritage conserva¬ 
tion, architecture and prop¬ 
erty development. 

Willowbank's school in 
Queenston was founded in 
2002, and admitted its first 
full-time students in 2006. 

Since then, the School 
for Restoration Arts at 
Willowbank has grown to 
admitting 15 to 20 students 
per year to its three-year 
program in heritage con¬ 
servation. In 2011, the 
Centre for Cultural 
Landscape was created as 
an active outreach pro¬ 
gram.
